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SP Has Had Big Part In Arizona’s 


Development During Last 75 Years 


Save YEARS ago next 
month, on March 20, 1880, another 
link of Southern Pacific tradition was 
forged when an SP irain, carrying SP 
President Charles Crocker and a host of 
other celebrities, chugged proudly over 
just-completed rails into the adobe vil- 
lage of Tucson. The event of the first 
train ever to reach Tucson was marked 
by a 38gun salute, stirring marches 
played by the Sixth Cavalry band, and 
exuberant cheers from the several hun- 
dred Tucsonans present. 

Not participating in the celebration 
were the Apaches lurking in the nearby 
foothills, who could not possibly realize 
the arrival of the railroad foretold the 
inevitable end of the absolute dominion 
they had held over the country of the 
Sulpher Springs Valley for over 1,000 
years, 

A few months Iater, construction 
crews, accompanied by an armed escort 
to forestall possible Apache attacks, 
moved the rails further eastward and 
in three years had linked to trackage 
to New Orleans. Tucson was now linked

to the outside world by a transconti- 
nental railroad, known as the famous 
Sunset Route. 

Tn 1880, then, Tucson had a railroad 
and it had a dry, healthful climate and 
today it is recognized that these two 
constants have been primarily responsi- 
ble for the growth of Tucson from the 
little village it was into the sprawling, 
thriving metropolis of 168,000 Urban 
Tucson is today. 

For 75 years without cessation, 
through three wars and the worst de- 
pression the United States has ever 
seen, Southern Pacific has been moving 
traffic, both freight and passenger, along 
the 948 miles of the Tucson Division. 

Under Superintendent G. A. Bays, 
the Division extends from Yuma on the 
west, where it connects with the Les 
Angeles Division, to Phoenix on the 
north, south to Nogales on the Mexican 
border and east to Lordsburg where 
connection is made with the Rio Grande

Division. The monthly payroll of ap- 
proximately 3500 operating employes of 
the Division averages $1,426,630. During 
the peak of the season the number of 
employes jumps to 4500. 

The winter climate of southeastern 
Arizona is unusually salubrious, re- 
putedly the finest in the United States, 
and is especially effective in relieving 
people suffering from sinusitis, arthritis, 
theumatic fever and respiratory diseases. 
In the past few decades the population 
of Arizona has increased fantastically. 
In one decade alone’ (1940-50), for ex- 
ample, .the population of Pima County, 
of which Tucson is the county seat, 
increased 94%. 


Southern Pacific’ aided . materially in 
this “unprecedented “growth in many 
‘ways; since ‘our ‘rails were Jaid, we have 
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‘amount '.during --the - winter -season -be- 
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transported people to the west at low 
fares; we have paid enormous taxes 
throughout the southwest; the tracks 
stretching from Yuma to Lordsburg are 
ideally located for hauling crops and 
livestock to market centers on either 
coast and points in between. And 
through the years we have run a great 
deal of advertising, both in the U. 5. 
and abroad, on behalf of this territory. 
The SP was the West’s first, community 
advertiser; for many years our ‘ad- 
vertising stressed the attraction of the 
territory we serve rather than ‘our train 
service. We continue to follow ‘this 
policy. 

Twicson’s largest industry is the tour- 
ist trade. These vacationers spend $35 
million’ ‘a ‘year, three-fourths :.of - this 


tween January and April. There are 
many guest ranches and luxury resort 
hotels located in the vicinity of Tucson, 
where visitors may loll in the bright 
winter sunshine, enjoy an afternoon dip 
in the swimming pool, or drive to Mt. 
Lemmon, 40 miles away (height: 8500 
ft.) for skiing. The sun shines on Tuc- 
son about 3800 hours per year or an 
average of 10 hours per day. Phoenix, 
where SP’s Arizona traffic headquarters 
are located, is also famous and popular 
as a mecca for winter tourists. To aid 
people to reach this winter paradise, 
Southern Pacific has four trains daily 
(Sunset, Golden State, Argonaut, Im- 
perial). 


Promotional Advertising 

With the emergence of guest ranches 
and resort hotels in the late 1920’s, SP, 
true to its thesis of helping Arizona’s 
growth, began an extensive advertising 
campaign, calling national attention to 
the area and these new facilities for 
winter vacationists. For over 25 years 
we have promoted Arizona’s resorts and 
ranches and we are continuing to do so. 

The land in the vicinity of Tucson 
can he divided into two distinct types. 
Along the Santa Cruz River are fertile, 
irrigated lands which produce abundant 
crops of cotton, grain, hay and veg-

etables, The water for irrigation in this 
territory is obtained from underground 
sources, inasmuch as the Santa Cruz 
River is dry, except during brief rainy 
periods. The rest of the land is desert- 
like, supporting a scattering of desert 
plants, including cacti of many kinds, 
creosote bush, mesquite, ocotillo, yucca 
and palo verde. 

Irrigation farmers benefit from the 
moderate sunny climate by having gen-

erally open weather and a long growing 
season, which is about 245 days. Cotton 
is Arizona’s largest income-producing 
crop and we expect to ship 730,000 bales 
of cotton from 403,000 acres this year. 

The Tucson Division rails that extend 
directly south from Tucson to Nogales, 
past 60 miles of unforgettable’ desert 
scenery, are busy this time of year 
carrying long freight trains of vegetables 
from along ‘the west coast of Mexico. 
This month we anticipate ‘hauling 1,550 
carloads of tomatoes, peppers, peas, and 
imiscéllaneous vegetables from this area. 
Next month we expect to haul 1,577 ‘car- 
loads and in April an: anticipated 1,509 
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carloads. Alf in all, shipments along 
this stretch of tracks are expected to 
exceed last year’s total by 11%. 

An important crop shipped from the 
Tucson Division is cantaloupes. For 
example, last June, a daily average of 
250-300 carloads of cantaloupes were 
hauled from the Yuma and Salt River 
Valleys. Inasmuch as the season for 
this perishable fruit is brief, the farm- 
ers and the railroads must work in close 
harmony, plucking the cantaloupe, pack- 
ing it in the Pacific Fruit Express re- 
frigerator cars and hauling it across the 
vast desert to the eastern markets, So 
well organized are the SP forces that 
the cantaloupe arrives on the breakfast 
table of the easterner as delicious and 
fresh as the minute it was plucked. 

Another major crop in Arizona is 
lettuce. This season, from the Mesa and 
Phoenix areas, we anticipate hauling 
1248 carloads of lettuce from an esti- 
mated 3426 acres and 2400 carloads 
from Yuma Valley’s estimated 6668 Jet-

tuce acreage. In addition, an anticipated 
400 carloads of carrots will be shipped 
from Yuma Valley. 

From Salt River Valley the Tucson 
Division expects to ship over 1000 car- 
loads of citrus fruit through July of 
this year, with the peak period coming 
between May and June. 

Main crops shipped from Phoenix in- 
clude cantaloupes, carrots, citrus fruits, 
cotton, alfalfa meal and hay. Important, 
too, is the hauling of cattle, horses and 
sheep. 


At Yuma, where the trains of perish. 
ables from Imperial Valley are re- 
assembled, the PFE maintains elaborate 
facilities for servicing “reefer” cars be- 
fore they depart on their transconti- 
nental journey eastward. One of PFE’s 
major shops and icing stations is located 
at Tucson, where during the peak season 
an average of 230 tons of ice per day is 
handled. The local plant here has stor- 
age space for 21,000 tons of ice. This 
month they are icing tomatoes, peppers, 
chili and shrimp arriving from the Mex-

ican border. An average of 45 people 
are employed at the Tucson plant and 
during the peak season approximately 
75 are hired. The Tucson icing deck is 
70 car lengths long and can handle cars 
on either side; thus a capacity of 140 
cars can be iced simultaneously. Other 
icing facilitics are maintained at Mesa 
and Nogales. 

In Tucson, division headquarters, there 
are two large freight yards. The west- 
bound yard (for freights heading west 
toward Los Angeles) has a capacity of 
approximately 1000 cars and combined 
with the refrigerator car yard can hold 
a total of 1600 cars. The eastbound yard 
holds about 750 cars. The 8 switchers 
are all diesels, 

Tucson Division, in keeping with SP’s 
modernization program, has been com- 
pletely dieselized. 

Adjacent to the roundhouse are the 
shops in which light repair work is done 
lo approximately 100 freight cars a 
week. Four or five heavy repair jobs 
are accomplished during the same 
period. 

With the aid of a new wheel-boring 
machine which is push-button operated, 
the boring of freight wheels has been 
greatly expedited. 

Along the 948 picturesque miles of 
the Tucson Division, Southern Pacific 
men and women are working around the 
elock, each with his own assignment to 
perform, and each doing his part to im- 
prove the Arizona area in which we 
serve. 

The population and industries of Ari- 
zona are growing so fast that one can 
almost discern the change daily; -but 
keeping pace with the state’s growth, 
and indeed helping to show the way in 
many instances, is-our Southern Pacific.

Radio on Switcher in 
Real Life Drama Role 


SE of short wave radio on a switch 

engine to notify a fireman of a 
serious accident to his mother was cred- 
ited with possibly saving her life. 

Fireman James L. Merwin was on 
duty in East Oakland Yard on the night 
of December 9 when a call came for him 
over the switch engine’s short wave 
radio. On the other end was Yardmaster 
G. J. Carston, reporting that Merwin’s 
mother had been seriously injured by 
an automobile and was calling for him 
from the hospital, The information had 
been given to Carston by Merwin’s wife, 
who was still on the phone at home, 
Merwin was able to give her instruc- 
tions for calling their family dector and 
where to meet him as soon as a relief 
firernun was called. 

With the cooperation of several fellow 
employes, Merwin was at his mother’s 
bedside within a short time. His doctor 
performed an emergency operation for 
concussion and other injuries in less 
than three hours after Merwin had been 
notified. 

“After 35 days in the hospital,” he 
stated in a letter to Supt. A. 5. McCann, 
“my mother is home, and sometime next 
summer we hope she will walk and see 
again. The prompt action of the men 
I work with, and the consideration they 
have shown have been a contributing 
factor toward her recovery.”

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“PIGGYBACK” SERVICE EXPANDED 


OUTHERN PACIFIC, pioneer in 

piggyback railroading in the West 
and Southwest, last month announced 
a new fast freight train, .The Pacific 
Coast Expediter, that will extend its 
trailer-flatear operations between the 
San Francisco-Oakland-Sacramento areas 
and the Pacific Northwest for the first 
time. 

The new fast-freight, which will move 
railroad-owned highway trailer units at 
passenger train speeds and at rates com- 
petitive with highway carriers, went into 
service January 31. 

Offering door-to-door service to ship- 
pers, the new piggyback operation will 
provide second morning delivery be- 
tween the San Francisco Bay area and 
points served by Southern Pacific in 
Oregon; also Seattle, Tacoma and inter- 
mediate points in Washington. 

Connecting with Southern Pacific’s 
swift Coast Line Overnight freights, 
the Expediter will provide Southern 
California shippers with third morning 
deliveries to and from the Northwest. 

Both less-than-carload and carload 
trailer-flatcar shipments will be handled. 
In Southern Pacific territory the service

Pacific Motor Trucking Company. Con- 
necting carriers at Portland will be 
Northern Pacifie Railway, Union Pacific 
Railroad and Great Northern Railway. 

Southern Pacific already has similar 
operations underway between the San 
Francisco Bay area and Los Angeles; 
between the Bay Area and points in 
Nevada, Utah, Idaho, Wyoming and 
Eastern Oregon; between Los Angeles 
and the Phoenix, Yuma and Tucson, 
Arizona areas; and between points on 
Southern . Pacific lines in Texas and 
Louisiana. 


Old Railroad Rules 
Sound Strange Now 


ENERAL Yardmaster B. K. “Pat” 

Smith, San Francisco Terminal, was 
rummaging through some old papers re- 
cenily when he came across this news- 
paper clipping which told about some 
weird rules which were in effect on some 
railroads in the 19th century. 

Here’s one which, according to the 
report, existed on the old Virginia & 
Tennessee Railroad back in 1854; 

“Rule 12. Conductors and other train- 
men must not attempt to influence pas- 
sengers in favor of certain saloons but 
must act impartially in this respect.” 

And an old timecard of the Dayton 
Coal & Iron Railroad, dated 1897, has 
17 rules printed on the back. Among 
them are these brief, common-sense ad- 
monitions: P 

“All trains will leave on time, 

“No collisions allowed. 

“Trains must stop before running over 
livestock. 

“Drink nothing but cold water while 
on duty. 

“Passenger conductors must wear 
shoes while on duty, socks not required.” 
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“Airlift” Adds Pewer 
To SP Atomic Capsule 


HANKS to a special “airlift” de- 

| vised by owr technicians, we have 
been able-to increase six-fold the power 
of an atomic-radiation testing device 
used in the Sacramento Iaboratory. 

Under remote control, the airlift—a 
small pneumatic elevator designed and 
perfected at the laboratory-——brings 
radioactive material up from under- 
ground storage to expose vital metal 
parts and tools to the penetrating gam- 
ma rays. After the rays have looked 
deep inside the metal and have re- 
corded their findings on sensitized film, 
much as X-ray pictures are recorded, 
the airlift returns the material under- 
ground. 

Technicians can work within a few 
feet of the stored radioactive materia), 
completely protected from it by the 
earth and by a lead cover over the 
airlift hole. 


Innermost Secrets 


The radioactive material used is known 
as cobalt 60, a product of the atomic 
pile operated by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. The process of employing 
cobalt 60 to detect and record sub- 
surface flaws ig known as gamma ray 
radiography. This process also is useful 
in revealing interior fitting of various 
complicated parts of enclosed objects 
such as filters and motors. 

Power of the cobalt 60 is comparable 
to a two-million-volt X-ray machine. 
Although only a tiny piece of cobalt 60 
ig used, occupying a small part of «& 
capsule which is only about 9%. inch 
in diameter and 34 inch long, the rays 
it emits are so powerful that they have 
heen used in the Sacramento Research 
Department to radiograph: the interior 
of steel objects as much as 12 inches 
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thick, exposed for 16 hours at a dis- 
tance of several feet from the radio- 
active capsule. Some exposures require 
only a few minutes. 

Objects radiographed are in no way 
made radioactive by the cobalt 60 and 
the objects can be handled as soon as 
the exposure is ended and the cobalt 
60 is again underground. 

All precautions as required by strict 
federal and state laws are rigidly fol- 
lowed to provide safety for personnel 
assigned to this work and only persons 
who have been approved by the Atomic 
Energy Commission may use such radio- 
active isotopes as cobalt 60, Our Sacra- 
mento installation has been inspected 
and praised for its safety by representa- 
tives of the U. S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. 

Cobalt 60 is what is known as an 
artificially radioactive element, created 
from ordinary cobalt 59 metal irradiated 
by neutrons in an atomic pile. As a 
result of the irradiation, some of the 
cobalt 59 is transmuted into cobalt 60 
which emits gamma rays, 

Cobalt 60 is described as “the suc- 
cessor to radium,” costing only about 
1/44th as much, However, it has a 
much shorter life, its power decreasing 
by about one half every 5.3 years.

AN impressive demonstration of the 
ability of the railroads to tackle the 
real man-sized transportation jobs was 
given last month when a massive Gen- 
eral Electric generator was delivered to 
its final resting place in Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company’s new power plant 
at Morro Bay, California. 

The 3100-mile rail movement of the 
huge 217-ten, 150,000 kilowatt generator 
from General Electric’s factory in Sche- 
nectady, New York, 10 Camp San Luis 
Obispe army hase siding between San 
Luis Obispo and Morro Bay was ac- 
complished in 18 days. 

To traverse the nine-mile state high- 
way between the army base and plant 
site, three-inch planks were required 
to cover every foot and it took 59 men 
eight days-and nights to-do it.

“HHOW YOUR RAILROAD” 


(continned) 


The “rausportation Department 


From an address by C. H. GRANT, Gen. Supt. of Transportation 


THE Transportation Department is 
often referred to as the “pulse” of 
the railroad. To maintain an up-to-the- 
minute picture of train operation over 
the entire system, each morning we re- 
ceive reports concerning the terminals 
and the performance of every passenger 
and freight train running. Our offices 
are open seven days a week from 6 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. and if an emergency arises we 
function around the clock until opera- 
tions are back to normal. 

Whenever an unusual mishap occurs 
on our lines, our office is notified imme- 
diately. The dispatcher radio-control 
system at Sacramento which enables the 
dispatcher at his terminal to talk to 
any train in his district also has a 
connection with this office. The tele- 
phone in the office of General Super- 
intendent of Transportation is equipped 
with a loudspeaker arrangement, enab- 
ling all who are present to listen to the 
person on the other end of the line. 

With a staff of almost 70, including 22 
supervisors, the Transportation Depart- 
ment has offices in Chicago, Los An- 
geles, Fresno, Sacramento, Bayshore, 
Oakland and San Francisco. 

The department is divided into a train 
schedule section, a passenger section 
and a freight section. Besides the Gen- 
eral Superintendent of Transportation, 
its’ officers include a Superintendent of 
‘Transportation, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of Transportation, Superintendent of 
Freight Car Service and Superintendent 
of Passenger Car Service, 
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Every Thursday morning we have in 
our office what is known as the General 
Officers Stafl Meeting, attended by the 
ranking officers of each department of 
the railroad or their representatives. 
Each reports the highlights of what is 
going on and what is planned for the 
immediate future. Minutes of the meet- 
ings are kept and are circulated to all 
traffic and operating officers on T&NO 
as well as Pacific Lines. The T&NO 
has a staff meeting similar to ours and 
their minutes are distributed to us. 

Functions of the train schedule sec- 
tion include supervision of all schedule 
matters and preparation of all time- 
tables, with the exception of the “blue 
folder” which the Advertising Depart- 
ment issues, for passenger information. 
We make the operating timetables and 
special instructions for all of the ten 
divisions of Pacific Lines, as well as the 
SD&AE and NWP. We also cooperate 
with the Western Pacific in the prepara- 
tion of their timetables on the track we 
use jointly with them in Nevada. 
Because of Daylight Saving Time, we 
have to issue a working timetable on at 
Jeast eight of our divisions twice a year. 
It takes about three months of prepara- 
tion to get the timetables out on sched- 
ule. 


The Freight Car Service is headed by 
the Superintendent of Car Service. The 
main function of this service is 10 super- 
vise the distribution of freight cars over 
the Pacific System. 


As the various peaks of traffic in spe- 
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cific commodities arise, such as lumber, 
grain, cotton and various other seasonal 
commodities requiring freight cars, it 
is the responsibility of the Freight Car 
Service to see that enough cars are there 
to handle the job. If SP cars are not 
available on the railroad, wire request 
is made upon the Car Service Division 
of the Association of American Rail- 
roads at Washington, D. C., which in 
turn issues directives to other railroads 
to facilitate the movement of required 
empty freight cars over connecting lines 
to Southern Pacific. These cars are then 
moved in accordance with orders issued 
from San Francisco headquarters to 
locations where required for loading. 

The Freight Car Service Department 
reviews the daily reports received from 
the divisions regarding freight cars on 
hand. Through the medium of an over- 
all daily consolidated report from all 
divisions, the car availability situation 
is currently checked. Where necessary, 
empty freight cars are moved over the 
various divisions in order to effect the 
minimum empty car haul in placing par- 
ticular types and classes of freight cars 
required to handle lading originating 
on our lines. 

The head office in San Francisco also 
compiles several daily, weekly and 
monthly reports for submission to the 
Car Service Division of the AAR at 
Washington. 

The Passenger Car Service Bureau, 
under the direction of the Superintend- 
ent of Passenger Car Service, is the liai- 
son office handling direct with division 
forces the movement of special trains 
and special car parties as requested by 
the Passenger Traffic Department. This 
activity involves policing of numerous 
matters affecting the operations of trains, 
such as consist limits, types of equip- 
ment to be used (especially on premier 
trains) as well as securing” necessary 
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equipment of various types required to 
protect all business offered. 

In conjunction with the Mail and 
Express Trafic Department and Gen- 
eral Baggage Agent, the Bureau han- 
dles, from an Operating Department 
standpoint, the movement of mail, bag- 
gage and express over our lines. The 
movement of express also requires close 
cooperation between the Bureau and 
the Railway Express Agency. All of 
this of course requires considerable de- 
tail work. We must maintain at all 
times records of the Iocation of all chair 
cars, coaches and head end cars, as 
well as the various classes of such equip- 
ment. For example, records must be 
maintained of various types of AC chair 
ears, such as lightweight and conven- 
tional, various color schemes, types of 
air conditioning, etc, to insure cars 
being assigned to’ proper trains. 

Other functions of the Passenger Car 
Service Bureau are the handling of all 
military movements, “shopping” pas- 
senger cars for repairs as indicated by 
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Power, equalization of mileage pay- 
ments with foreign lines over which our 
cars operate and handling for the expe- 
ditious return of our cars from. foreiga 
lines. : 


“Operation Featherduster” is prov- 
ing successful at El Paso in keeping 
pesky pigeons away from our General 
Office building. For years the building 
has been plagued by the daily congrega- 
tion of the birds on ledges, with re- 
sultant cleaning problems. Then J. W. 
Hopkins, tax and right of way dept., 
read that featherdusters were effective 
in frightening away pigeons. An ex- 
periment of hanging the featherdusters 
from a ledge was tried and, sure enough, 
kept the pigeons away. Additional feath- 
erdusters were bought and that’s why 
today you'll seé them changing from all 
sides of the building. .

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or 2 cups tomato juice. Cover baking 
dish tightly and bake in a moderate 
oven (375°) about an hour. The rice 
pops out in bristles to suggest porcu- 
pines. Then, just before serving, make 
them even more realistic by adding 
slices of stuffed olives for cyes and 
parsley for a tail. They're good for a 
laugh any time—as well as mighty good 
eating!

Several months ago Mrs. Alex J, Haas 
of Berkeley appeared in these columns 
with an especially good cooky recipe.

HER CHILI 1S DIFFERENT 


1 Jb. red beans 

1 Ib. ground beef 

i medium size onion 

3 teaspoons chili powder 

i 8-oz. can tomato sauce (not hot) 
2 teaspoons salt 

3 generous teaspoons cornstarch 
Dash of pepper (use your judgment) 


Soak beans overnight in cold water or 
cover with hot water and let stand 2 or 
3 hours. Cook until tender in enough 
fresh water to cover. Add 1 teaspoon 
salt to the beans as they cook, Mean- 
while brown the meat in skillet, season- 
ing with salt and pepper. Pour off excess 
grease. 

Chop onion (and a green pepper, too, 
if you have it) and brown yery lightly 
in bacon fat in another skillet. Add to 
beef and mix thoroughly. Add the chili 
powder to the tomato sauce, mix lightly 
and add to beef. Cook a few minutes 
longer until beef is thoroughly done. 

Add the meat mixture to the beans, 
then stir in the cornstarch mixed with 
a little cold water. Cook, stirring, about 
5 minutes and the chili is ready to serve. 
Makes 6 large servings or 8 medium 
ones. 
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KITCHEN SAFETY NOTE 

More accidents occur at home than at 
work, says the Safety Council. And of 
all the rooms in the house with danger 
traps, the kitchen is one of the worst. 

Many burns, for example, happen be- 
cause someone brushes against a sauce- 
pan on the range and suddenly the hot 
soup or whatever is over-turned. That 
will never happen, however, if everyone 
watches to see that the handle of every 
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cooking utensil is turned toward the 
center of the range—not sticking out 
into the room!

Then, there’s the matter of pans, Un- 
less you check accurately, your neigh- 
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bor may use a pan of one size and you 
another. Think it over—a cake designed 
to be baked in an 8-inch pan will be a 
Jot thinner if baked in a 9-inch pan! 


Finally, ate you sure your oven con- 
trol is accurate? Many a woman blames 
a recipe when the fault is in her own 
oven. Your local gas or electric company 
will probably be glad to test your oven 
for you—or at least will advise you as 
to how to have it done!

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Competition On Even Terms Is 
BofLF&E Objective for 1955 


RAL employes will campaign nation- 

wide during 1955 to help their in- 
dustry in the struggle for fair and equal 
terms of competition, 

New peaks reached in 1954 by pro- 
grams to subsidize highway, air, and 
waterway transportation led to the ag- 
gressive employe assistance plan being 
developed by the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen and Enginemen. 

The drive will oppose unwarranted 
subsidies, seck to revise oppressive regu- 
lations, and will support reasonable tax 
structures for all types of transporta- 
tion. Brotherhood representatives from 
48 states met recently in Chicago and 
mapped the new activities. The program 
will be twofold. 

Congress, state legislatures, and gov- 
ernmental regulatory bodies will hear 
appeals for better competitive conditions. 
At the same time, the story of railroad 
service to national economy and its ir- 
replaceable part in national defense will 
be told. 

Special emphasis is given to action at 
state and community levels in an effort 
to help the general public realize the 
stake it holds in healthy railroads. 

“For America to prosper, it must have 
thriving railroads,” H. E. Gilbert, presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood, said in key- 
noting the BLF&E National Legislative 
Board conference, 

Before setting up the program, the 
group also heard carrier representatives 
in candid discussions of problems which 
concern everyone in the industry. 

The Board agreed to support a system 
of sound highway financing and to op- 
pose further unequal distribution of such 
costs. Efforts will be made to transfer 
excessive high expense from public funds 
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and general taxpayers to users of roads 
on a proportionate basis. Nationwide, 
ton-mile or axle-mile levies will be urged 
fer big commercial trucking. 

Diversion of mail from the rails will 
be fought in every way at the organ- 
ization’s command, it was announced, 
Another goal is to seek changes in meth- 
ods of assessing railroads fer costs of 
grade-crossing separations, putting them 
on a basis of charges keyed to benefits 
received. 

Additional objectives include improved 
protection for the public through re- 
quired use of automatic brakes on 
tractor-trailer trucks; higher insurance 
on trucks against damages; and realistic 
safety precautions and regulations for 
highway transport of flammables and ex- 
plosives. 


Annual meeting of the American 
Railway Engineering Assn. will be held 
in Chicago, March 15-17. SP has 85 mem- 
bers in the association, including Chief 
Engineer E, . Mayo, who is a director 
and who will be a featured speaker. 
Another speaker will be L. A. Loggins, 
chief engineer, TENO. The AREA, 
which functions as the Construction and 
Maintenance Section, Engineering Divi- 
sion, Association of American Railroads, 
has since 1899 been pre-eminent in the 
field of engineering relating to all as- 
pects of the fixed properties of the rail- 
ways, including tracks, bridges, build- 
ings, water service facilities, and yards 
and terminals, The annual meeting will 
be supplemented by a huge exhibit of 
maintenance-of-way and structures ma- 
terials, power tools and machines, under 
auspices of the National Railway Appli- 
ances Agsn.

THE BILL OF RIGHTS 


PeeBRUARY. being the month when we observe the birthdays of two great 
‘Americans, George Washington and Abraham Lincoln, it is fitting that we 
refresh our memories on the Bill of Rights, the first ten amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States and the foundation of our basic freedoms. The Bill 
of Rights was adopted by The Congress on December 15, 1789.--Editor’s note, 
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] CONGRESS SHALL MAKE no law re- 

specting an establishment of religion, 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; 
or abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition 
the government for a redress of griev- 
ances. 


I A WELL-REGULATED MILITIA, being 
necessary to the security of a free 

state, the right of the people to keep 

and bear arms, shall not be infringed. 


I NO SOLDIER SHALL, in time of 

peace be quartered in any house, 
without the consent of the owner, nor 
in time of war, but in a manner to be 
prescribed by law. 


1 tHE wcHT of the people to be 

secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreason- 
able searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and no warrants shall issue, but 
upon probable cause, supported by oath 
or affirmation, and particularly describ- 
ing the place to be searched, and the 
persons or things to be seized. 


V NO PERSON SHALL be held to answer 
for a capital, or otherwise infamous 
crime, unless on a presentment or indict 
ment of a grand jury, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces, or 
in the militia, when in:actual service in 
time of war or public danger; nor shall 
any person be. subject for the same 
offense to be twice putin jeopardy of 
‘Yife or limb; nor shall be compelled in 
any criminal case to ‘bea witness against 
himself, nor be ‘deprived of life, liberty, 


or property, without due process of law; 
nor shail private property be taken for 
public use, without just compensation. 


tv IN ALL CRIMINAL prosecutions the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial, by an impartial 
jury of the state and district wherein the 
crime shall have been committed, which 
district shall have been previously ascer- 
tained by law, and to be informed of 
the nature and cause of the accusation; 
to be confronted with the witnesses 
against him; to have compulsory proc: 
ess for obtaining witnesses in his favor, 
and to have the assistance of counsel for 
his defense. 


VII IN surts at common law, where 
the value in controversy shall 
exceed twenty dollars, the right of trial 
by jury shall be preserved, and no fact 
tried by @ jury, shall be otherwise re- 
examined in any court of the United 
States, than according to the rules of 
the common law.

The multi-million dollar cement 
plant being built for California Port- 
land Cement Company about 1! mile 
west of Mojave will soon be completed 
and in operation.
